Mr. Parker and Mr. Gilliland
were born and reared in the
old "Uuckeye" state, within fifty
miles of each other, but it fell to

peaks, to form an acquaintance.

Mr. Parker was born Nov. 24,
1853, at Marietta, Ohio. He was
married in 1876 to Miss Susie
Smoot of the "Shenandoah Val-

ley." To this union were born
eight children, six of whom are
living. He moved to Bay City,
Mich., and was engaged in saw-filin- g.

Soou afterwards he moved
to Duluth, Minn., then to Wads-wort- h,

Nev., and later to Albu-

querque, N. M., and was with the
American Lumber Co. In 1010

he moved to Flagstaff and is with
the A. L. & T. Co. He is a mem-

ber of the Modern Macabees.
Mr. Edward T. O'Ferrell was

born Nov. 21, 18,55, at Kanosha,
Wisconsin. He moved with his
parents to Atchison, Kansas, in

an early day, living there when

the civil war broke out. The
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family later moved to St. Marys,
where he attended St. Marys Col-

lege. Here he was married and
settled on a farm nearby. He has
five living children. In 1901 he
moved to Flagstaff, since which
time he has been with the A. L.
& T. Co. He is a member of the
K. of C. fraternity.

Mr. Samuel B. Gilliland was
born Nov. 24, 1842, in Jackson
county, Ohio. He was educated
at the Ohio University at Athens,
graduating in the class of 1862.
He enlisted in. the Union army
and served until the close of the
war, being with Gen. Phil Sheri-

dan the last year. After' the war
was over he went west and set-

tled in northwest Iowa, where he
taught school, held down a claim,
w,as in the mail service a number
of years and represented the 13th
district in the Iowa state legisla-

ture for two years. He was mar-

In 1888 he
went south, lived in the Boston
mountains of , Arkansas for two
years, then to Texas for a few
years, when he came' to Arizona
and located, spending most of the
time for the last sixteen years
